If the committee does not ap- 
prove regional differentials, how- 
ever, the opponents are expected to 
fight adoption of any compromise 
in the closing days of the séssion. 

The House bill, which they espe- 
cially dislike, provides for a na- 
tional minimum wage of 25 cents 
an hour, increasing to 40 cents in 
three years, and for a maximum 
work week of 44 hours, reduced to 
40 after two years. 

The Senate measure would let a 
board fix minimum wages for each 
industry up to 40 cents an hour, 
and maximum work weeks of 40 
hours or more. 

Although a conference of promi- 
ment Senators yesterday produced 
no agreement, Senator Harrison, 
(Dem.), Mississippi, leader of the 
opposition, later indicated he might 
accept a compromise placing wage 
differentials under the Secretary 
of Labor. His attitude was said

AND DEPUTY HELD IN CONTEMPT 


Fined $25 and $1 Respectively for 
Laxity to County 
Prisoners.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., May 26.— 
Sheriff John T. Pierpont and 
Deputy Charles Inmon were found 
guilty of contempt of court today 
and were fined $25. and $1 respec- 
tively, as punishment “necessary 
to correct” their laxity to prisoners 
at the county jail. 

Judge Warren White's decision 
followed more than a day of heated 
argument of Prosecutor Nat Ben- 
ton, pressing the contempt charge 
against the Sheriff, and defense 
attorneys, and testimony of wit- 
nesses among whom were members 
of the city police force, county 
officers and prisoners in the jail. 

Testimony was given that many 
prisoners had had unusual freedom 
—such as visits to night clubs and 
unescorted automobile trips outside 
the county. 

The Sheriff, who must pay costs 
of the caset in addition to his $25 
fine, said after the decision was 
announced: “There'll be no more 
leaving the county jail; for any 

reason whatever. I put confidence 
in those prisoners, and they mis- 
used it.”

WASHINGTON, May 26.—Adolf 
Hitler has taken charge of Gen.

At his first press conference since 
his return several days ago from a 
visit to Spain, De los Rios said 
German officers, instead of 
Italians, now control Franco’s op- 
erations.

Strike Ends With Agreement on 
Wages and Hours; Employes 
Return Today.

DULUTH, May 26.—Joseph H. 
Jordan, publisher of the Duluth 
Herald-News Tribune announced 
last night the end of the eight-week 
strike called April 3 by the Lake 
Superior Newspaper Guild. By a 
vote of 68 to 3, Jordan said, the 
guild members accepted a contract, 
details of which were settled at a 


meeting of the publisher and mem- 
bers of the Guild Committee 
Wednesday afternoon. The strik- 
ers will return to work today. 

Contract provisions include a 
five-day, 40-hour week for most of 
the employes, fixing of wages by an 
arbitration board, waiver of the 
guild shop in the editorial and 
news departments, and a qualified 
guild shop in the commercial de- 
partment with the exception of. out- 
side advertising solicitors. 

None of the non-guild members 
who have been employed on the pa- 
per will be required to join the 
organization, and compulsory guild 


membership provisions as to the 


commercial department must be 
submitted to the National Labor 
Relations Board before they be- 


come effective.

25 Job Seekers Are Turned Down 


WILLIAMSVILLE, Mo., May 28. 
Recent publicity given to the 
Wappapello Flood Control Dam 
project has caused a great influx 
of job seekers to this village. 
Project engineers estimate there 
was an average of 200 men seeking 
jobs daily for three months after 
the announcement that the dam 
was definitely to be built. While 
the number has dwindled, the en- 
gineer in charge says the average 
is still more than 25 a day. They 
come here from the industrial cen- 
ters of Missouri and neighboring 
states and from the small towns 
in the South Missouri and North 
Arkansas cotton country.

In cross examining witnesses 
Weinbrenner sought statements 
that Schading had not expressed 
any threat of violence to Wendt’s 
person or property. 

When the question was put to 
Wendt, whether Schading had 
threatened his person or property, 
the theater man studied his answer 
for a moment, finally replying “No,” 
but to a similar question Deputy 
Constable Davis replied: “Yes, when 
he said, “We'll take care of our- 
selves.’ 

It was at this point, Davis had 
testified, that Schading opened his 
coat and displayed two revolvers in 
shoulder holsters. Wendt had told 
Schading that he would not pay 
the $2000, and would have his equip- 
ment installed by non-union men. 
Schading’s response, as Davis re- 
lated it in his direct testimony, was: 
“You can if you want to, but we 
can take care of ourselves.” 

Wendt said his fear of Schading 
was based on what friends had told 
him about the man, and what he 
had read of his activities in news- 
papers. After that meeting in the 
business agent’s office, he said, he 
heard nothing further from Schad- 
ing, and did not see him again un- 
til they met in the courtroom. 

Ne Complaint Till October. 

In eross-examining Davis the de- 
fense attorney wanted to know why 
he had not arrested Schading in 
the business agent’s office for the 
offense with which he is now 
charged. Davis replied that he was 
without authority to make arrests 
in the city. With Davis, as with 
other witnesses, the defense attor- 
ney made the point that no com- 
plaint was made against Schading 
until last October, although the 
events on which the complaint was 
based occurred the previous Janu- 
ary. 
In October, as the jury heard in 
Meyer's  cross-examination, the 
strike of electricians at sign com- 
panies, caused by a jurisdictional 
dispute between the electricians’ 
union and the Sign Hangers’ Union, 
both affiliates of the American 
Federation of Labor, was “hot.” 

Wendt, after testifying on cross- 
examination that Meyer had not 
urged him to appear before the 
grand jury with a complaint against 
Schading, conceded that he talked 
with Meyer about the matter “after 
the strike became hot,” and sub- 
sequently took his complaint to the 
prosecuting officials. 

Several Bombings. 

Meyer's sign firm was one of the 
companies affected, by the strike, 
and joined several others in an in- 
junction suit agaigst Schading and 
other members of the electricians’ 
union. During the strike the of- 
fices of several sign companies 
were bombed. 

The defense attorney, seeking to 
show that Meyer had inspired 
Wendt to file his complaint against 
Schading, asked if Meyer did not 
feel “bitter” toward the business 
agent. 

“Well, I don’t feel so pleased 
about the whole thing,” Meyer re- 
plied. 

Maximum penalty for attempted

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NEW YORK, May 28.— Donald 
Carroll Jr., 16 years oid, on the 
witness stand in his murder trial, 
told yesterday how he killed his 
18-year-old sweetheart. 

He said that he shot Charlotte 
Matthiesen in an agreement to die 
with her —“ because that was the 
only way we could always be to- 
gether.” The girl was to have be- 
come a mother. 

But, when the prosecution asked 
him why he failed to carry out 
his end of the bargain, he said 
it was because he thought the girl 
still lived and he “wanted to save 
her.” 

“She did die, didn’t she?” asked 
Prosecutor Joseph Loscalzo, “Yes, 
8 

Did you try to shoot yourself?“ 
No, sir.“ 

“Thinking of Saving Her.” 

“Why didn’t you? There was the 
agreement to die.” “I was think- 
ing of saving her.” 

The defense by its questions at- 
tempted to show that the boy lost 
track of everything at the sudden 
blast of the pistol—fired in a bed- 
room of his home last March 24. 

“Did you ever hear a gun ex- 
plode before and see blood spurt 
out?” counsel asked. “No, sir. 
After it happened I wished it 
hadn’t happened.” 

Intermittently through four days, 
Carroll testified, Charlotte had dis- 
cussed with him “the most beauti- 
ful way to die”—to die together 
as lovers in romantic operas had 
died. 

Nevertheless, Charlotte, he said, 
had not wanted him to die but 
to “keep on living.” 

“I asked her how long it would 
take to die—would it take a long 
time? She said no; you died right 
away,” he testified. 

As he described their walk to 
the bedroom where Charlotte died, 
the boy acknowledged that there 
was an interlude of intimacy be- 
fore he got the pistol. 

„She. took the pistol from 
under the pillow,” he went on. 1 
was alongside her looking into her 
face. I handed her the pistol] after 
putting six bullets in the mag- 
azine.” She was unable to fire 
it, he added— I remembered I 
hadn’t put a bullet in the cham- 
ber.” 


Asked Him to Use Pistol. 

„ „I could see the bullets come 
up in the chamber,” he said. “She 
was very nervous then. She asked 
me to use the gun. . She helped 
me find her heart. After that, 
we held the gun to it. She gasped 
and moaned; her arms and legs 
moved. I thought she was still 
alive.” 

“I decided the best thing to do 
was to call the police.” 

“Did you ever have in mind to 
marry the girl?” he was asked. 

“It was always in my mind to 
Marry her as soon as I made 
enough money to support her. 
I couldn’t do anything to support 
myself.” 

Judge Thomas Downs interposed, 
“Was there ever at any time any- 
thing said about exactly how you 
were to die?” “I had ideas in my 
own mind,” the boy replied. 

In evidence was an assortment 
of properties—a schoolbag which 
a chum said Donald had given him 
saying “I won't need it again,” a 
locket with the girl's picture, 
which the boy said he always 
carried, a note written on a leaf 
from a composition book saying, 
“Please bury us together.” 

There were references to “Tris- 
tan and Isolde,” “Romeo and 
Juliet,” and to the lovers who died 
together in the motion picture 
“Mayerling.” 

Charlotte said they had a beau- 
tiful ending. It would be like the 
plays and books,” the boy testified. 

The girl’s mother, Mrs. Christifia 
Matthiesen, who says she holds no 
malice toward the young defend- 
ant, testified as a defense witness 
that Charlotte “spoke of death 
often” and once said that “if any- 
thing happened to her she would 
kill herself.” 

Psychiatrists Testify. 

Two defense psychiatrists testi- 
fied today that Carroll was suffer- 
ing from a temporary mental dis- 
order when he entered into the 
suicide pact. The State then called 
the first of two psychiatrists to 
refute defense testimony. 

‘The defense rested its case after 
obtaining from Drs. Samuel Feigin 
and Edward M. Gould the opinion 
that the young defendant was men- 
tally unbalanced at the time of 
the killing. 

The psychiatrists said the sound 
of the shot probably brought the 
boy back to his senses. 

Prosecutor Loscalzo asked Dr. 
Feigin on cross-examination if he 
believed the girl was under the 
domination of her young sweet- 
heart. 

“On the contrary,” he _ replied, 
“from all I can gather I would say 
that Donald was domimated by 
Charlotte.” 

A directly opposite view of the 
boy’s mental condition at the time 
of the shooting was expressed by 
Dr. John B. Byrne Jr., who testi- 
fied for the State. In response to 
the same long hypothetical ques- 
tion which had been put to the 
two defense psychiatrists, Dr. 
Byrne : :

way, Southbridge, Mass., as head 
of the association, ‘ . 
Prof. Howard T. Lewis of the 
Harvard University Graduate 
School of Business Administration, 
speaking at the closing session on 
“The Present Status of Reciprocity 
as a Sales Policy,” declared that 
reciprocal buying, while widely 


a subject few business men care to 
discuss. 

“It may well be questioned wheth- | 
er any business pra is a 
healthy one when even its most 
unimportant details are generally 
shrouded in secrecy,” he added. 
“Sooner or later someone is going 
to demand a thorough-going con- 
gressional investigation and it is 
likely to cause considerable em- 
barrassment to some company ex- 
ecutives.” 

Reciprocity Pro and Con, 

Summarizing an investigation he 
made recently into the extent to 
which reciprocity. is practiced,’ 
Prof. Lewis pointed out it arose 
originally from the desire of com- 
panies to promote good will with 
customers, but had grown steadily 
until today volume of sales dictated 
by this ‘consideration was well 
above that of 1929 and still increas- 
ing. 


The speaker said he found 
through questionnaires. to purchas- 
ing agents, sales managers and 
management officials that a great 
many purchasing officers disap- 
proved of reciprocity on the ground 
it violated essential principles of 
sound purchasing. One of the most 
that it 
tends to eliminate equal competi- 
tion and concentrate business in the 
hands of large buyers, he said. 

Herbert N. McGill, president of 
the McGill Commodity Service, Inc., 
Auburndale, Mass., another speak- 
er at today’s session, predicted the 
next major movement in business 
activity would be upward, but that 
the movement in inventories would 
be downward. The real danger 
for purchasing executives from 
now on will be in overstaying the 
short side of the commodity mar- 


kets,” he asserted. 


The generally pessimistic tone of 
the converition was lightened slight- 
ly yesterday by the reading of mes- 
sages from several economists, 
three of whom estimated that the 
low point of the business recession 


nas been reached. 


A warning against Government 
spending was contained in a mes- 
sage from Lewis H. Haney, profes- 
sor of economics at New York Uni- 
versity. 
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Haney, commenting that this 
“should be the approximate bottom 


a ot a severe business depression,” 


declared that “the greatest danger 
today lies in the huge spending 
program of our Government. This 
makes the present administration 
the largest purchasing agency in 
the history of the world. But what 
does it propose to buy? As pur- 
chasing agents yourselves, you 
know that there are some things 
that money cannot buy, among 
which is business confidence.” 
Message From Richberg. 

Donald R. Richberg, former N R 
A administrator, said in a message, 
“We need patience, tolerance, faith 
in ourselves and in the good will of 
our fellow men, much more than 
we need heated denunciations of 
policies and programs with which 
we may disagree.” 

Charles R. Hook of Middletown; 
O., president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers, in a tele- 
gram to the convention, urged the 
purchasing agents “to point out the 
manner in which the foundations of 
our private enterprise system have 
been weakened by punitive taxa- 
tion and laws like the National La- 
bor Relations Act, which give to 
agencies of the administrative 
branch of government the power 
of fact-finding, prosecution and ju- 
dicia} decision.” 

Characterizing the American eco- 
nomic system as the best in the 
world, he said Americans should 
“defend it to the last ditch from 
the attacks of those who would 
substitute another system or who 
would sabotage it by weakening the 
mainspring—incentive.”

SHAREHOLDERS HELD LIABLE 


U. S. Judge Wham Holds Them Re- 
sponsible for Face Value of 
Holdings in Receivership. 

Stockholders of the St. Louis 
Joint Stock Land Bank, which has 
been in receivership since June 1. 
1932, were held liable today for the 
face value of their shares in an 
opinion by Judge Fred L. Wham in 
District Court at 


East St. Louis. 

The decision was made in a suit 
brought against 73 Illinois stock- 
holders on behalf of a bondholders’ 
committee. There are stockhodlers 
in 20 states, and out of the total of 
14,300 shares, par value $100, the 
defendants held $275,000 worth. 

The determination of the liabil- 
it, of the stockholders was prelimi- 
nary to a hearing, set for next Tues- 
day, to determine who are the 
share holders. This question was 
raised by the transfer of about 10,- 
000 shares to the Land Bank Secu- 
rities Co. in 1930. Stockholders who 
participated in this transfer were 
given shares in the Securities com- 
pany. This class included about 
three-fourths of today’s defendants. 
The bondholders’ group argues that 
the transfer was illegal and that 
those who participated ‘in it are 
still liable for the bank’s debts. 


Judge Wham today found these | 


liabilities to be in excess of $15,000,- 
000, saying at the same time that 
the bank’s assets would not exceed 
$8,000,000.

REAR ADMIRAL T. P. MAGRUDER 
DIES; VETERAN OF TWO WARS 


Retired Officer Succumbs to Heart 
Attack After Short Illness 
at 70. 
By the Associated Press. 

JAMESTOWN, R. IL, May 26. — 
Rear Admiral Thomas Pickett Ma- 
gruder, U. S. N. retired, died today 
at his summer home. He was 70 
years old and suffered a heart at- 
tack after a short illness, He re- 
tired seven years ago. 

Born at Vicksburg, Miss., the son 
of Gen. Lawson W. Magruder of 
the Confederate Army, he was grad- 
uated from the Naval Academy in 
1889. He became an ensign in 
1891 and rose steadily until he was 
made Rear Admiral in 1920. He 
was made a permanent Rear Admir- 
al in 1921. 

Admiral Magruder served in the 
Spanish American war and was ad- 
vanced five numbers for gallantry 
in Cuba in 1898. 

In 1918, he was commander of 
Squadron Four of the patrol force, 
Atlantic Fleet, and his ship was 
wrecked on the West Coast of 
France. 

He held many decorations includ- 
ing the Distinguished Service 
Medal and the French Legion of 
Honor. 

He leaves a widow, the former 
Rose Boush of Washington, and a 
daughter, Mrs. Stuart O. Greig. Fu- 
neral services will be held at New- 
port tomorrow with burial Saturday 
at Arlington National Cemetery.

Postponements—Fuehrer Wants 


6. 000,000 Cars on the Road. 


By the Associated Press. 

FALLERSLEBEN, Germany, 
May 26.—Fuehrer Hitler today laid 
the cornerstone for a large plant 
to produce a popular low-priced 
automobile. 

At past annual automobile shows 
Hitler had demanded that manufac- 
turers produce such a car so Ger- 
many no longer would lag behind 
the United States in motorization. 


Engineers have been struggling | 
for years to build a cheap German 


car (Volkswagen) but there have 
been many postponements. The 
cornerstone ceremony was orig- 
inally scheduled for late January. 

Last year Hitler placed the matter 
in the hands of the Labor Front, to- 
gether with an appropriation of 
50,000,000 marks ($20,000,000) to 
start the project. 

Today three sample cars, four- 
seaters, of different types, were 
ranged along the rostrum from 
which the Fuehrer spoke. The cars 
each weighed 1430 pounds and were 
capable of speeds up to 60 miles an 


24-horsepower motor. ‘They were 
built to sell at 990° marks—$396. 

“Even before I took over pow- 
er,” Hitler said, “I conceived a plan 
to have a car produced to serve 
Hh gon all classes of the 7 

n. : 

We need between 6,000,000 and 
7,000,000 popular cars on the road.” 

He gave the new standard type 
the official name K. D. F.“

Hitler added that the new auto- 
mobile meant no competition for 
high-priced models, for which he 
said there always would be a spe- 
cial market.

150,000 CHILDREN 
ATTEND EUCHARISTIC 
MASS AT BUDAPEST 


They Occupy 40 Miles of 
Benches at Communion Serv- 
ice in Heroes Square. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUDAPEST, May 26.—Jean Car- 
dinal Verdier, 74-year-old Archbish- 
op of Paris, celebrated high mass 
today for 150,000 children before a 
lofty altar in Heroes’ Square to 
open the second day of the thirty- 
fourth Eucharistic Congress. 

Priests began to gather at the 
square at 7 a. m. An hour and 40 
minutes later, the clergy moved in 
procession to St. Stephen’s Cathe- 
dral where Eugenio Cardinal Pa- 
celli, Papal Secretary of State, pre- 
sided over the first eucharistic 
meeting for priests. 

Thousands of peasants in pic- 
turesque costumes poured into Bu- 
dapest for the Ascension day. serv- 
ices. Bells began to ring at 9 a. 
m. and a half hour later the chil- 
dren’s mass and communion began 
in Heroes’ Square. 

The children occupied more than 
40 miles of benches and it took 300 
priests two hours to hand a 
eucharist wafer to each one. Aft- 
erward, the children were breakfast 
guests of the municipality.

EMERGENCY POWERS: VOTED 
AFTER STRIKE IN JAMAICA 


Four More Persons Injured in Dis- 
orders—Girls Walk Out at 
Tobacco Factory. 

KINGSTON, Jamaica, May 26.— 
The Colonia] Legislature yesterday 
voted Gov. Sir Edward Denham 
power to declare a state of emer- 
gency if the situation growing out 
of Kingston's increasing labor trou- 
ble should warrant such action.

Led by Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Morgenthau, a group of admin- 
istration financial officials dis- 
cussed the Russell proposal yes- 
terday with Barkley, Democratic 
Leader Rayburn of the House, 
Vice-President Garner, and others. 
Morgenthau recalled President 
Roosevelt’s contention that taxes 
should be provided to finance any 
further farm payments. 

Barkley told reporters, however, 
that it could not be determined. 
accurately how much would be paid 
out in benefits until after this 
year’s harvest, and that Congress 
thereafter could take up the prob- 
lem of raising additional revenue. 

Leaders of the House farm bloc 
predicted today the House would 
favor appropriating the additional 
$212,000,000. Chairman Jones of 
the House Agriculture Committee 
said “it’s only fair” that farmers 
should get some part of the relief 
fund,

Report of Plane Flight. 

A Cezchoslovakian Government 
spokesman said tonight that a Ger- 
man war plane had been sighted 
on a flight over Czechoslovakia’s 
great munitions plant, the Skoda 
factory, at Pizen (Pilsen). 

The flight over Pizen, some 50 
miles from the German border in 
Western Bohemia, was said by the 
spokesman to have been one of 
three border violations yesterday. 

Krofta had assured Eisenlohr 
that the Czechoslovakian Govern- 
ment had taken measures to pre- 
vent such violations by its own 
planes after Eisenlohr cited three 
cases. Krofta cited 14 instances 
of aerial trespassing by Germany, 
involving 34 planes, between last 
Friday and yesterday. He said that 
in some cases the planes flew in 
formaitén. 

The result of the talks, according 
to Czechoslovak sources, was an 
agreement that such incidents 
sometimes were unavoidable at a 
time like this and should be sub- 
ject to friendly arrangements.

The high command of the civil 
air defense issued a reminder to 
householders to test their “black 
out” equipment to make sure that 
they really were prepared for emer- 
gency. 

All residents of cities are expect- 
ed to acquire gas masks before 
June 30. The idea is to make their 
purchase as as possible for 
people who must remain at their 
post in emergencies and cannot 
speed to the sparsely settled coun- 
tryside at the first alarm.

Thus far, the 
powerful capitalist democratic Eu- 
ropean powers have been helping 
them to do the former. 

+ * — 

For the first time in five years, 
a bourgeois capitalistic country 
sets its face against this policy. It 
refuses to aid its enemies by its 
abdication. It faces the situation 
with realism and logic. The people 
of Czechoslovakia are to be con- 
gratulated. And we are ‘their 
debtors. Theirs is the first demo- 
cratic leadership in years that has 
indicated continued faith in reason, 
realism and legality. 

The Czechs know that, in the 
long run, the Western world can- 
not avoid the question: We or 
they? Europe will not, in the long 
run, maintain a balanced position 
in this dilemma. It will all be one 
thing, Wascist or democratic. 

* * a 

The failure to comprehend the 
revolutionary nature of Fascism has 
been the greatest failure of the 
British conservative imagination. 
Austen Chamberlain for years wel- 
comed the emerging dictatorships, 
taking them at their own evalu- 
ation as forces of law and order. 
The law might have been eliminated 
at the beginning as a descriptive 
word. The order was internal, 
maintained by coercion. 

But by their very nature, their 
external policy was bound to be 
the creation of illegality and dis- 
order. 

The Fascist states live as para- 
sites on the world economic order. 
The habit of mind which pictures 
them as merely new imperialisms 
without analyzing what sort of 
new imperialisms leads to false al- 
liances. 

These new imperialistic militar- 
isms imply expansion by war, and 
every addition to their domain ex- 
tends the area of economic feudal- 
ism.

Historically, the strawberry is one 
of. the “younger” fruits. It has 
been cultivated for only about six 


Early it went to Europe, returned 
later a much-improved berry. Now 
it grows in every country in the 
world that has a temperate climate, 

Plant breeders are constantly in 
search of strawberry perfection. 
Today they are working for berries 
that have greater resistance to dis- 
ease—to drouth—have better eating 
quality—are more suited to pre- 
serve making, jam making, and 
preservation by freezing. All these 
qualities they are trying to develop 
by scientific crossing of different 
types and selection. 

One of the most promising of all 
the new varieties is Blakemore, * 
troduced by scientists of the U. 
Department of Agriculture in 1929. 
According to George M. Darrow, 
one of the originators, the Blake 
more was selected from hundreds 
of other seedlings as the best berry 


shipping exceptionally well and has 
already replaced older varieties in 
some sections. In the South it is 
becoming a leading commercial 
strawberry. 

Another new variety is the. Dor- 
sett, a mild flavored berry that not 
uncommonly grows so large it 
takes as few as 20 to make a quart. 
The Fairfax is also a new variety 
that grows exceptionally large. But 
so far, neither these nor other new 
strawberry varieties have rivalled 
the success of the Blakemore. 


Better Berry. 

With plant breeders at work pro- 
ducing new and better strawberries 
it looks promising for future crops 
of this most popular of all small 
fruits. But the immediate concern 
of most shoppers is the quality of 
the current season's berries as they 
appear in the baskets at the mar- 
ket, Here again the men who know 
strawberries are helpful. They tell 
some of the outward evidences of 
good or poor strawberries whatever 
the variety. 

Usually in shopping for strawber- 
ries eye appeal counts for a lot. 
And, according to experts, that is 
as it should be. For better berries 


bright appearance. They have a 
solid red color all over and are 
without excess moisture, dirt, or 
trash, The green caps are attached. 
Both caps and stems are a bright 
green. 

Strawberry quality may be 
marked down for a number of rea- 
sons. Berries may be overripe or 
immature. A container stained a 
deep red is a warning flag to pur- 
chasers. For it usually means that 
the berries have been mashed, or 
they are overripe and leaky. Other 
overripe berries may be shrunken 
and dull in appearance. Berries 
with white spots, especially on the 
tips, were picked too soon, before 
they were mature. 

Decay and mold are other signs 
of poor strawberries. Neither of 
these may show up on the berries 
atop the basket, but be evident when 
you exatgine those further down. 

Very Perishable. 

Buy only enough strawberries for 
immediate needs. They are among 
the most perishable of all the fruits. 
To keep them overnight, look them 
over and pick out any berries that 
show signs of softening or mold, 
then place in a colander or other 
ventilated container and put them 
in a refrigerator or other cool place. 

Wash berries just before you're 
ready to use them. To keep them 


ries. carefully, a few at a time, in 
a pan of water. Do not let the wa- 
ter fall on them with force. Lift 
the berries out of the water rather 
than pour the water off—that way 
the sand or soil that settles to the 
bottom won't lodge again on the 
beries. Do not let the berries stay 
in water any longer than neces- 
sary or they'll lose color and flavor. 
Remove caps only after the berries

The garage 
soon fills with carbon monoxide from the 
exhaust. The driver at the wheel, or anyone 
entering the garage, may be overcome, with 

fatal results.

WE HAVE TESTS to show that a somewhat similar condition can 
occur simply by driving with the windows closed, whether there is a 
leak in the exhaust or not. It is known that as soon as carbon monoxide 
is allowed to mix with air it diffuses rapidly, so that there is no dan- 
ger in a street, even when crowded with automobiles. 

Experiments by Forbes have shown that drivers can have a con- 
centration of 30 per cent carbon monoxide in their blood and still func- 
tion adequately. He tested drivers by having them breathe mixtures 
of carbon monoxide and air. Then he tested them to simple reactions 
such as measuring the time required to remove the foot from the ac- 
celerator at a signal, the time required to push down on a brake when 
a red light was flashed on, etc. Up to 30 per cent saturation they re- 
acted in a normal way. When the concentration got to 45 they reacted 
badly and did not feel equal to driving a car. ,

WHETHER THE 5 per cent atmosphere of carbon monoxide in the 
closed cars would give them this concentration is doubftul. At any 
rate, the danger is there.
